Havana,

23—(U.R)—Thirty 


one known dead in Nueva 
Gerona, 


probably 40 believed dead, and 140 
injured—these were the reports of

brought with him today from Nueva 
Gerona, the principal town on the 
isle of Pines which was swept by a 
hurricane 
Wednesday. 


"The destruction

The committee is of the opinion 


that the <r"eat majority of operators 
are safe and competent drivers and 
that most accidents are due to a 
small proportion of all 
motorists. 


It therefore recommends that those 
who repeatedly become involved in 
accidents should be given special ex- 
aminations. Such a study would go 
to the root of much of the evil and 
would probably be the most reward- 
ing of all the ways to obtai(| an un- 
derstanding 
of 
the 
underlying 


causes of accidents. It should lead 
directly to the means of reducing 
accidents most effectively.
